Parents respond to books on 
humanism being available

Equal access to distribute materials in public schools 
brought representatives from a group promoting hu¬ 
manism to three Casey County elementary schools last 
week. 

Jim Helton and Torey Glassmeyer, members of Tri- 
State Freethinkers — an organization of about 300 mem¬ 
bers in Kentucky, Ohio, and Indiana — were in Liberty 
on Thursday to leave copies of “Humanism, What’s 
That? A Book for Curious Kids,” at Liberty Elementary, 
Walnut Hill Elementary, and Jones Park Elementary. 

Arriving at LES at 5 p.m., Helton said that the reason 
they were in Liberty was because a mutual friend alerted 
them to the Casey County School District allowing Gide¬ 
ons to distribute Bibles to students. 

“We became aware — a mutual friend through them, 
(the American Civil Liberties Union), it came to our at¬ 
tention that the Gideons were passing out Bibles here 
and that they had a freedom of speech that would allow 
any literature to be passed out. We wanted to take advan¬ 
tage of that,” Helton said. 

And it was that free speech advantage that created 
rumors in the county concerning the humanists and the

Students'last day of 
school set for June 4 


Casey County High graduation is June 7

The Casey County Board 
of Education met on March 
27 to determine the last 
day of school and to set a 
date for graduation. Casey 
County has missed 23 days 
due to inclement weather 
and the last day of school 
is now scheduled for June 
4, with June 12 being the 
last day for staff. 

House Bill 211 was 
passed by both the House 
and Senate which requires 
that school districts must 
complete the state mini¬ 
mum of 1,062 instruction¬ 
al hours, but the school 
year must be completed by 
June 6. 

Schools that are unable 
to accomplish the 1,062

hours can request assis¬ 
tance from the Kentucky 
Commissioner of Educa¬ 
tion. If the school district 
can’t achieve the hours 
after the assistance, the re¬ 
quirement can be waived. 

Under the new bill, the 
district has to move the 
date back and Superinten¬ 
dent Marion Sowders pre¬ 


sented his proposal to the 
board. 

“Add 45 minutes to our 
instructional day begin¬ 
ning the Monday after 
spring break,” Sowders 
said. “We will finish our 
1,062 hours on June 4.” 

With the addition of 
45 minutes to the end of 
the school day starting 
on April 7, elementary 
schools will dismiss at 
3:25 p.m. and the middle 
and high schools will let 
out at 3:40 p.m. 

The board took into con¬ 
sideration Project Gradu¬ 
ation, which is held at 
Lindsey Wilson College, 
when deciding on a date 
for graduation. 

Board member Marilyn 
Coffey proposed that grad-

State auditor's 
findings minor in 
sheriff's audit

The 2012 Casey County 
Sheriff’s Office audit re¬ 
port shows that the office 
is not in compliance with 
Kentucky statutes. The au¬ 
dit of the sheriff’s office 
was performed by the Au¬ 
ditor of Public Accounts 
and was released by State 
Auditor Adam Edelen on 
March 18. 

According to the audit, 
the amount allotted for 
deputy salaries exceeded 
the maximum amount set 
by the fiscal court. Fiscal 
court had set the maximum 
amount for deputies, assis¬ 
tants, and other employees 
of the sheriff’s office at 
$212,183 for the calendar 
year 2012. The sheriff’s of¬ 
fice spent $277,050 on sal¬ 


aries, exceeding the limit 
by more than $64,000. 

In the report, Sheriff Jer¬ 
ry Coffman’s response was 
that his office will get ap¬ 
proval from fiscal court to 
include the Casey County 
Judicial Center employees 
in the future. Coffman’s 
response also stated that 
another clerk had been 
hired. 

■ The audit also indicat¬ 
ed that the sheriff should 
not transfer funds between 
accounts to pay tax distri¬ 
butions. 

During the review of 
the tax account and the tax 
deposits, auditor’s noted a 
$400 check from the drug 
enforcement account was 
included in a tax account 
deposit. This occurred due

Thank you, firefighters, for your service 


Last Wednesday, on 
March 26, a fierce fire 
broke out in the city of 
Boston and tragically, the 
fire claimed the lives of 
two firefighters. 

Lt. Edward J. Walsh, 43 
- a father of three - and 
firefighter Michael R. Ken¬ 
nedy, 33, a U.S. Marine 
veteran, were killed fight¬ 
ing the blaze that engulfed 
an apartment building, ac¬ 
cording to the Boston Her¬ 
ald. 

As many as 150 firefight¬ 
ers and four ladder trucks 
were on the scene, ulti¬ 
mately sending three more 
firefighters to the hospital, 
before being ordered out 
of the building due to the 
intense conditions of the 
nine-alarm fire. 

Also in the past week, 
the Whitley Fire Depart¬ 
ment released a statement 
that last year’s Aug. 30 fire, 
that claimed the life of a 
37-year-old firefighter, was 
in fact arson. 

Last June, 19 firefight¬ 
ers were killed fighting a 
wildfire outside of Phoe¬ 
nix, Ariz. They were elite 
firefighters, known as “hot¬ 
shots.” 

In December 2012, a man 
in New York set his house

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on fire to lure firefighters 
to his residence so that he 
could shoot them. He killed 
two firefighters and injured 
two others. 

The point is that firefight¬ 
ers do so much more than 
just fight fires. They re¬ 
spond to vehicle accidents, 
hazmat situations, medical 
calls, and natural disasters, 
just to name a few. Most of 
these situations can easily 
be classified as dangerous 
and many firefighters lose 
their lives each year. 

The National Fire Data 
Center and the United 
States Fire Administration 
releases the Annual Report 
of Firefighter Fatalities in 
the United States, and in 
2012, 81 firefighters died. 

The breakdown included 
42 volunteer, 28 career, and 
11 wildland agency fire¬ 
fighters. Stress and over¬ 
exertion was the reason for 
most deaths, claiming 45 
lives, or 55.6 percent. Ve¬ 
hicle collision killed 18, or 


22.2 percent. 

Pennsylvania and North 
Carolina each had nine 
fatalities, New York and 
Texas had six a piece, and 
California had five deaths. 

The number of fatalities 
by rural and urban depart¬ 
ments was almost the same 
and the south region of the 
United States had the most 
fatalities. 

In 2013, there were 980 
woodland fires, 23,212 
acres burned, and a fire oc¬ 
currence rate of 85.54 in 
Kentucky, according to the 
Kentucky Division of For¬ 
estry. 

Currently, the state is in 
the spring forest fire hazard 
season, which goes from 
Feb. 15 to April 30. 

When burning garbage 
or rubbish on your proper¬ 
ty, fields, or whatever you 
may be doing, remember to 
be extremely watchful and 
take bum bans seriously. 

Firefighters have a diffi¬ 
cult job in general and they 
respond to many emergen¬ 
cies, risking their lives 
countless times over. Men 
and women around the 
nation give up their time, 
many of which get com¬ 
pensated nothing or very 
little, and in mral areas like 


Casey County, many of 
these volunteers are your 
neighbors. 

They deserve respect and 
a thank you for the dedica¬ 
tion, time, and effort they 
put forth when responding 
to fires. For those of us who 
think that these individuals 
drive red tmcks and douse 
fires with water hoses, we 
hardly realize how much 
goes into being a firefight¬ 
er. 

There is an entire science 
behind the methodology of 
fighting fires and there are 
hours of training that goes 
into the job. From an out¬ 
side perspective it may 
seem so simple - you see 
a fire, you put water on it 
- but it’s much more com¬ 
plex then that. 

Plus, considering fire and 
arson investigators, the job 
takes on an entirely higher 
level of skill and thinking. 

So whether it’s fighting 
house fires, wildfires, re¬ 
sponding to car accidents, 
or investigating the cause 
of a fire, these individuals 
do so much for our com¬ 
munities and get so little in 
return. A little respect goes 
a long way, both for the 
individuals and the profes¬ 
sion. 
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The big buzz in the Bluegrass on Friday was the 
upcoming NCAA Sweet Sixteen men's matchup 
between the University of Kentucky Wildcats and 
the University of Louisville Cardinals. Casey County 
residents lean more toward the Cats than the Cards, 
and their dress on Friday reflected their love for the 
Big Blue Nation. Clockwise from above, employees 
at Lifeline Home Health showed their displeasure 
for a Cardinals fan in their midst; at Liberty Elemen¬ 
tary School, a lone Louisville fan just ain't feeling 
the love from coworkers; Casey County Clerk Casey 
Davis and his fellow employees not only wore blue 
to show their support for the Cats, they turned the 
U of L car tag on display upside down underneath 
the UK tag; and employees supporting UK at the 
Neat Companies in Dunnville greatly outnumbered 
the lone Cardinals fan.

Dear Savvy Senior, 

What can you tell me 
about reverse mortgages? 
I was considering one last 
year, but now I hear they 
are more difficult to get. 

Ready to Reverse 

Dear Ready, 

That’s correct. Tighter 
rules on reverse mortgag¬ 
es that have recently gone 
into affect have made them 
harder to get, especially 
for seniors with heavy 
debt problems. 

The reason the Federal 
Housing Administration 
(FHA) made these changes 
was to strengthen the prod¬ 
uct, which has suffered 
from a struggling hous¬ 
ing market and a growing 
number of defaults by bor¬ 
rowers. Here’s a rundown 
of how reverse mortgages 
now work in 2014. 

Overview 

The basics are still the 
same. A reverse mortgage 
is a loan that allows senior 
homeowners to borrow 
money against the equity 
in their house. The loan 
doesn’t have to be repaid 
until the homeowner dies, 
sells the house or moves 
out for at least 12 months. 
It’s also important to know 
that with a reverse mort¬ 
gage, you, not the bank, 
own the house, so you’re 
still responsible for prop¬ 
erty taxes, insurance and 
repairs. 


Eligibility 

To be eligible for a re¬ 
verse mortgage you must 
be at least 62 years old, 
own your own home (or 
owe only a small balance) 
and currently be living 
there. You will also need 
to undergo a financial as¬ 
sessment to determine 
whether you can afford to 
make all the necessary tax 
and insurance payments 
over the projected life of 
the loan. 

Fenders will look at 
your sources of income, 
assets and credit history. 
Depending on your finan¬ 
cial situation, you may be 
required to put part of your 
loan into an escrow ac¬ 
count to pay future bills. 

If the financial assess¬ 
ment finds that you can¬ 
not pay your insurance 
and taxes and have enough 
cash left to live on, you 
will be denied. 

Loans 

Nearly all reverse mort¬ 
gages offered today are 
Home Equity Conver¬ 
sion Mortgages (HECM), 


which are FHA insured 
and offered through pri¬ 
vate mortgage lenders and 
banks. HECM’s also have 
home value limits that 
vary by county, but can¬ 
not exceed $625,500. See 
hud.gov/ll/code/llslcrit. 
cfm for a list of HUD ap¬ 
proved lenders. 

Loan amounts 

The amount you get 
through a reverse mort¬ 
gage depends on your 
age, your home’s value 
and the prevailing inter¬ 
est rates. Generally, the 
older you are, the more 
your house is worth, and 
the lower the interest rates 
are, the more you can bor¬ 
row. A 70-year-old, for ex¬ 
ample, with a home worth 
$300,000 could borrow 
around $170,000 with a 
fixed-rate HECM. To cal¬ 
culate how much you can 
borrow, visit reversemort- 
gage.org. 

Loan costs 

Reverse mortgages 
have a number of up¬ 
front fees including a 2 


percent lender origination 
fee for the first $200,000 
of the home’s value and 
1 percent of the remain¬ 
ing value, with a cap of 
$6,000; a 0.5 percent ini¬ 
tial mortgage insurance 
premium fee; along with 
an appraisal fee, closing 
costs and other miscel¬ 
laneous expenses. Most 
fees can be deducted for 
the loan amount to reduce 
your out-of-pocket cost at 
closing. 

In addition, you’ll also 
have to pay an annual 
mortgage insurance pre¬ 
mium of 1.25 percent of 
the loan amount. 

Payment options 

You can receive the 
money in a lump sum, 
a line of credit, regular 
monthly checks or a com¬ 
bination of these. But in 
most cases, you cannot 
withdraw more than 60 
percent of the loan during 
the first year. If you do, 
you’ll pay a 2.5 percent

All borrowers are re¬ 
quired to get face-to-face 
or telephone counseling 
through a HUD approved 
independent counseling 
agency before taking out 
a reverse mortgage.

Man arrested after armed 
robbery at restaurant 

Police arrested a Danville man on March 
28 after he allegedly robbed the Sonic restau¬ 
rant on Baughman Avenue at about 11 p.m. 
Thursday night at gunpoint, according to The 
Advocate-Messenger. 

Aveiy Brook Spicer, 24 of 1025 Nokomis 
Trail Apt. 1, Danville, was identified as the 
robber from a video placed on the exterior of 
the restaurant, said Danville Police Chief Tony 
Gray. The video revealed Spicer before he en¬ 
tered Sonic and before he placed any covering 
on his face, which was used by the robber to 
mask his identity to the employees. 

According to Sonic employees, an un¬ 
identified male, wearing dark clothing and 
a dark stocking-type mask, entered the store 
with a handgun, demanding money. He was 
described as being between 5’6” and 5’10” 
and weighing between 150 pounds and 170 
pounds. 

Spicer was arrested without incident at 
his home and is lodged in the Boyle County 
Detention Center. Police are continuing the 
investigation, which has turned up a Sonic 
money bag in the area of Spicer’s residence. 

Madison jury finds woman 
guilty of complidty to 
murder, other charges 

A Madison County juiy found Christina 
Tompkins Marcum, the Georgetown woman 
accused in the death and dismemberment of 
her ex-fiance’s wife, guilty on March 27, ac¬ 
cording to the Lexington Herald-Leader. 

Ajury of seven women and five men found 
Marcum, 30, guilty of complicity to murder, 
tampering with evidence and hindering pros¬ 
ecution. The jury began deliberations about 
1:05 p.m. Thursday. The verdict was returned 
about 6:30 p.m. 

The jury recommended 20 years for com¬ 
plicity to murder, five years on tampering, 
and five years on hindering prosecution to be 
served consecutively for a total of 30 years. 
Formal sentencing is scheduled for May 
23 before Madison Circuit Judge William 
Clouse Jr. 

Marcum was on trial in the death of An¬ 
gela Frazier Singleton, 25, in Januaiy 2011. 
Singleton’s dismembered body was found 
in six garbage bags tossed into a field in mral 
Madison County, near the Kentucky River. 
Angela Singleton’s husband, Jason Singleton, 
37, is serving a 30-year sentence after plead¬ 
ing guilty last year to complicity to murder. 

LaRue Co. superintendent 
charged with DUI, speeding 

Hodgenville police arrested FaRue County 
Schools Superintendent Sam Sanders on a 
charge of driving under the influence of alco¬ 
hol shortly after midnight on March 29, ac¬ 
cording to The News-Enterprise. 

Hodgenville Police Chief Steve Johnson 
said it is believed Sanders was on his way 
home after watching the University of Ken¬ 
tucky/ University of Fouisville basketball 
game. 

Sanders, who also was charged with speed¬ 
ing, was driving a school-owned car, accord¬ 
ing to police. 

Bardstown attorney Doug Hubbard spoke 
on behalf of Sanders, saying he was asked to 
represent the superintendent. 

“Our families go back a long way,” Hub¬ 
bard said. 

Hubbard said he could not comment on the 
case because he had yet to see the paperwork 
of the arrest and didn’t know enough about it. 

According to a report written by Hodgen¬ 
ville police officer James Richardson, a white 
Vpassenger car pulled out from Waters Street 


in front of another vehicle traveling on North 
Fincoln Boulevard. Richardson reported the 
second motorist had to apply the brakes. 

Richardson’s narrative said, “The white se¬ 
dan then sped off at a high rate of speed.” 

As he caught up to the vehicle, Rich¬ 
ardson said, he saw the vehicle turn left 
onto Tonieville Road and he followed it. 
On radar, he said, the vehicle was tracked 
at 50 mph and gaining in the 35 mph zone. 
After the vehicle turned onto Civils Foop, 
Richardson pulled it over. 

Richardson said Sanders, 51, got out of the 
vehicle and the police officer wrote that he 
“observed him to have a 1,000 yard stare and 
his eyes were bloodshot.” 

Richardson also reported Sanders had a 
strong odor of alcohol on his breath. 

The report said Sanders submitted 
to a field sobriety test and blew into the 
tube but failed to blow long enough and 
wouldn’t make a good seal around the 
tube, “blowing out the comer of his lips.” 
Richardson reported he “captured the 
sample manually,” letting go of the but¬ 
ton at .08, which is the legal limit for DUI. 
The report noted standardized field sobri¬ 
ety tests were performed with results noted. 
Sanders was taken to FaRue County Deten¬ 
tion Center for booking and released shortly 
after, Johnson said. Sanders reftised a Breath¬ 
alyzer test while at the station, according to 
police. 

Marijuana legislation 
separates hype, facts 

According to the Kentucky New Era, a 
non-intoxicating oil extracted from marijuana 
to treat childhood seizures is expected to be 
legalized in Kentucky after state lawmakers 
listened to medical experts and parents who 
understand the potential benefits of canna- 
bidiol. 

The measure passed 98-0 Wednesday in the 
House, and it will become law if the Senate 
approves minor changes from a marijuana oil 
bill it approved earlier this month. Gov. Steve 
Beshear has said he will sign the legislation. 
The General Assembly took a clear-headed 
path to understand this legislation. We com¬ 
mend them because it is not easy these days 
to separate scientific fact from marijuana 
hype. Many proponents of legalizing mari¬ 
juana for recreational purposes are looking 
for eveiy possible avenue to make pot more 
appealing —or perhaps less threatening — to 
the general public. Even efforts to legalize 
hemp production on Kentucky farms have 
at times been suspiciously over-marketed. 
During a House committee hearing to con¬ 
sider the benefits of marijuana oil, one law¬ 
maker made it clear that he would not tolerate 
a blurry line between legitimate medicinal 
use of marijuana and recreational use of pot. 
“For those of you who want to convince me 
that there is a medical benefit to cannabis, 
don’t put the word ‘recreational’ use when 
you come and talk to me, because I do not 
believe in recreational use of marijuana,” 
said Rep. Robert Benvenuti, R-Fexington. 
Benvenuti is the former inspector general for 
the Cabinet for Health and Family Services. 
He added, “... I could likewise fill this 
committee room with first responders, law 
enforcement officers and parents of dead 
children based on the effects of marijuana.” 
But there are valid reasons to explore 
medicinal uses for marijuana, and that’s 
what the General Assembly is allow¬ 
ing with the marijuana oil legislation. 
Parents desperate for a way to treat chronic sei¬ 
zures in their children will have some options 
withthislegislation.Onemothersaidshefeltlike 
she had won the lottery after the House passed 
the bill, according to an Associated Press story. 
This will not be the last test for Kentucky law¬ 
makers who have to separate fact from hype 
when looking at non-recreational uses for 
marijuana. .

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Stay safe this 
spring season

It’s spring, and that 
means more time to spend 
outdoors with the longer 
days and warmer tempera¬ 
tures. Parents should begin 
taking steps now to keep 
their families safe while 
enjoying warm weather ac¬ 
tivities. 

Every year, thousands 
of children go to a hospital 
emergency room as a result 
of injuries that could either 
have been prevented or had 
the severity of the injury re¬ 
duced. Preparing for warm¬ 
er weather also includes 
getting kids and equipment 
prepared for those activi¬ 
ties that will be enjoyed 
outdoors. 

Follow these safety tips 
as you get your child’s play 
and sports equipment ready 
for use: 

■ Inspect bicycles, 
scooters and other riding 
toys to make sure that nuts 
and bolts are tight, moving 
parts are lubricated and bi¬ 
cycle chains have guards in 
place to prevent clothing 
from being pulled into the 


mechanism. 

■ Make sure your child’s 
safety helmets are in good 
condition and still fit cor¬ 
rectly because a helmet that 
does not fit properly does 
not offer proper protection. 

■ Inspect fences and 
gates around backyard 
pools and repair them if 
needed. 

When your children get 
ready for outdoors play, 
remind them to play safely 
by: 

■ Always wearing a hel¬ 
met when riding a bicycle. 

■ Wearing elbow and 
knee pads when riding a 
scooter. 

■ Riding bicycles and 
scooters only during day¬ 
light hours or with proper 
lighting. 

■ Allowing only one 
person on a backyard tram¬ 
poline at one time. 

Children also need to be 
reminded to always look for 
vehicles as they are riding 
their bicycles and scooters. 
If your child is under the 
age of 8, remind him not to 
ride his bicycle and scooter 
unless he has adult supervi¬ 
sion.

“As a group, school 
board members who make 
it to a new level of accredi¬

room,” Narramore said. 
“No law requires this kind 
of effort. This comes from 
a desire to be a local leader 
with as much knowledge 


as can be obtained to put to 
work for the children and 
their communities.”

Casey County trackers compete in early season meet at Boyle

Casey’s track and field 
team had their first taste of 
competition last week when 
they traveled to Boyle Coun¬ 
ty’s all-comers meet and 
faced teams from over 15 
schools. 

“It was a huge meet for an 
all-comers,” said Coach Jon 
Vaughn. “We have to bear in 
mind that (athletes) had a 20 
mile-per-hour (or so) wind.”

Girls 

The Lady Rebels finished 
sixth among the 13 scoring 
teams at Boyle last Thursday 
with their top finishes com¬ 
ing from the field. 

Shelby Stringer took first 
in the pole vault while Al¬ 
lison Dallman won the high 
jump. 

Stringer, the defending 
double A pole vault state 
champion, picked up where 
she left off last spring, clear¬ 
ing 9’, defeating her compe¬ 
tition by a solid foot. She also 
competed in the Southwest¬ 
ern Warrior Invitational held 
on Friday where she cleared 
9’6”, winning by two feet. 

“Shelby was the only one 
who went to (Southwest¬ 
ern) and competed in the pole 
vault. She almost cleared 10’ 
which is the height she won 
state with last year,” said 
Vaughn. “She is hungry to 
improve.” 

Dallman, who has not 
competed on the team since 
2012, put up a strong perfor¬ 
mance in high jump, clear¬ 
ing 4’10” with the next best 
jump being 4’6”. 

“I’m extremely proud 
of her,” said Vaughn. “She 
cleared 4’8 and was the only

who went on to 4’ 10”.” 

Teammate Lakken Miller, 
who did not compete on 
Thursday, qualified for the 
state meet in the high jump 
last year with a height of 
4’8”. 

The two Lady Rebels 
look to be very dominant in 
the event this season along 
with up and coming jumper, 
freshman Haley Lynn, who 
cleared 4’6” on Thursday 
and finished fourth overall. 

Also absent from the meet 
was Tiara Cochran who is 
nursing a muscle injury. 

Eighth grader Jadrian 
Couch was under the weath¬ 
er as well; however, she did 
compete and earned points 
for Casey, finishing fifth in 
the 100-meter hurdles in a 
time of 21.3. 

“Jadrian was sick but 
came anyway,” said Vaughn, 
commenting that her perfor¬ 
mances, although competi¬ 
tive, were off from what she 


did the previous Monday 
when the middle schoolers 
traveled to Green County. 

“Jadrian jumped 13’10” 
on Monday (in the long 
jump),” Vaughn said. Couch 
was eighth on Thursday with 
a distance of 12’5”. “They 
were jumping into the wind. 
Plus she was sick.” 

Lady Rebel throwers also 
pulled their weight for the 
team. 

Abby Meece and seventh 
grader Brenna Hayes took 
fourth and fifth in the discus 
throw. Meece threw 89’5” 
and Hayes threw 79’1”. 
Hayes also scored in the 
shot put, taking sixth place at 
28’10”. 

On the track, Jenna Vaughn 
was Casey’s top scorer, pick¬ 
ing up two fourth place fin¬ 
ishes. The seventh grader 
ran 5:58.9 in the one mile 
and 2:43.5 in the 800-meter 
event, which was a personal 
best. 


“You can see how the 
wind affected her (in the 
mile),” said the coach. “She 
ran a 5:46 on Monday. The 
wind was really tough on the 
distant runners.” 

Seventh grader Chel¬ 
sea Elmore ran 13.6 in the 
100-meter event and earned 
fifth place for Casey. 

Vaughn opted out of any 
relay teams for the meet. 

“We aren’t ready. I just 
wanted to see how they did 
individually,” said Vaughn. 
“We anticipate putting some 
(girls) in a four-by-one (hun¬ 
dred meter) relay this year.”

The Rebels came up 
short of scoring and placing 
among the team competition 
on Thursday, but they did see 
promising performances. 

Freshman Chase Williams 
had Casey’s top finish, taking 
seventh in the one-mile with 
a time of 5:25.6. 


“I think Chase did good. 
That’s his first track meet in 
several years,” said Vaughn. 
“I know he can go under five 
(minutes) this year.” 

Eighth grader Noah Brown 
was just behind Williams 
with a time of 5:32.9; how¬ 
ever he ran a personal best 
of 5:18 on Monday at the 
middle school meet. Vaughn 
expects both Williams and 
Brown to show improvement 
under less windy conditions. 

The two also competed 
in the half mile where they 
finished only a half a sec¬ 
ond apart, despite running in 
separate heats. Brown was 
eighth in 2:21 and Williams 
ran 2:21.5 for ninth place. 

Junior Blake Durham rep¬ 
resented Casey in the sprint 
events, placing in the top 20 
of both the 400-meter and 
200-meter dashes. 

“The 200 is where he im¬ 
pressed me. He has 400 writ¬ 
ten all over him, but I’m kind 
of excited about the 200 for 
him,” said Vaughn. 

Vaughn was also excited 
to see newcomer and for¬ 
eign exchange student Kaare 
Elengard compete in the 
400-meter. 

“That was his first track 
meet ever and I thought that 
was a decent time,” Vaughn 
said about the junior’s time 
of 1:07.3. “I was proud of 
his effort.” 

In the field, senior Zack 
Scott finished ninth in the tri¬ 
ple jump at 34’6”, picking up 
where he left off last season. 

“Noah Laman clobbered 
his previous throws, which 
is great in his first track meet 
in two years,” said Vaughn 
about the freshman. Laman 
threw 33’7”, finishing 21st 
among 46 discus throwers. 

The team is off from com¬ 
petition this week during the 


school’s spring break but 
returns to competition next 
Tuesday when they will 
travel to Danville’s Admiral 
Stadium for an all-comers 
meet.

Sports Talk: Competing in half marathon defines athleticism 


There are many ways to 
define an athlete and there 
are many types of athletes 
when you think of them 
in terms of sports, but at 
the heart of it, what is an 
athlete? I learned my own 
lesson this past weekend 
when I participated in the 
Run The Bluegrass event in 
Lexington. 

The fairly new half mara¬ 
thon event is a celebration 
of spring in Kentucky and 
my sister is the assistant 
race director so my husband 
and I decided this year we 
would partake in the event 
by simply doing the seven 
mile run they offer. 

I wanted to do the race 
for a couple of reasons: to 
get myself back into run¬ 
ning shape after having had 
my first baby, and secondly, 
to support my sister and see 
the end result of her hard 
work. 

Unfortunately, with this 
winter’s weather (and now 
having a babe to keep up 
with) my training did not 
exactly go according to 
plan and even the seven 
miles was a lot more than 
my body was technically 
ready to handle. 

On top of being unpre¬ 
pared for the mileage, Sat¬ 
urday’s poor weather was a 
major disappointment. 

However, waiting in our 
corral to get to the start line 
and very cold from the in-

tense wind and the spitting 
rain (still unsure I could 
even complete the seven 
miles!), I realized I was re¬ 
ally unphased by the weath¬ 
er. I’d seen worse. Much 
worse. And it wasn’t like 
there was an option to bail. 

As an athlete you know 
that when it’s time to com¬ 
pete, the things you can’t 
control—like weather- 
might as well be a side 
note. It could be worse— 
and everyone around you, 
whether you see them as 
competition or teammates, 
is dealing with the same 
conditions. On top of that, 
you have prepared to ac¬ 
complish a particular feat. 
A little rain and cold will 
not stop you. 

What is an athlete? Some¬ 
one who doesn’t back down 
from the challenge they 
have prepared themselves 
for, despite the conditions. 

So even though I got 
over the wet and cold, I still 
was unsure of how I could 
do seven miles I had not 
trained for; but I am blessed 
to have spent 11 years of my 
life training and competing 
and even more than that, 


running in general. My legs 
were able to find their easy 
pace, settle in and stick it 
out. 

I remember even in my 
earliest track practices as a 
sixth grader running around 
the CCMS gym, if we were 
doing a 10-minute run for a 
cool down, I never walked. 
I found a way to keep go¬ 
ing. 

What is an athlete? Some¬ 
one who battles through the 
obstacles to complete the 
task they set out for. 

But my own accomplish¬ 
ments on Saturday were 
nothing compared to many 
of those racing that day. Es¬ 
pecially one of Casey’s fin¬ 
est, Amy Barlow. 

My memories of Amy go 
way back to being a young¬ 
ster who admired the Lady 
Rebel star. Not only did I 
look up to her for her skills 
as a basketball player who 
led the team to its first 12th 
Region Championship, I 
also admired her for the 
kind, humble, soft-spoken 
role model she was to those 
of us up and coming in 
Casey sports. She encour¬ 
aged us and helped people 
like myself get on our own 
track to becoming true ath¬ 
letes. 

I remember later watch¬ 
ing Amy play at Centre 
College during her colle¬ 
giate career. 

It’s an understatement to 


say Amy’s had her setbacks 
as an athlete. (And she is 
the first to praise God for 
the miracles and blessings 
he has showered her and 
her family with through the 
past several years.) Yet, on 
Saturday, I truly came to 
appreciate that the athlete 
in Amy cannot be extin¬ 
guished. 

My husband happened to 
spot Amy before the race 
began so we joined the fel¬ 
low Casey County crew— 
Marty Shackleford, Ellen 
Allen, and Ashley Estes— 
for some pre- race pep talk 
and commiseration over the 
poor weather. Amy and the 
others were running the full 
13.1 miles. (Yeah, we felt 
like slackers...) 

I have seen Amy at most 
of the local 5Ks I have cov¬ 
ered over the last few years 
but on Saturday she com¬ 
pleted a half marathon- 
something only a select 
group of people can lay 
claim to. Heck—I’ve been a 
runner for most of my life 
and I have only done one 
half marathon. 

While I have always 
known Amy to be a very 
hard working and dedi¬ 
cated individual, I real¬ 
ized something else after 
she completed Saturday’s 
run in the wind, rain and 
cold. (And I will note that 
the weather turned worse 
around the time I finished 


my seven miles, so Amy 
was running in the worst 
of it.) 

Amy is an athlete through 
and through. When her bas¬ 
ketball playing days ended, 
most people in Amy’s shoes 
would have been ecstatic to 
simply be alive. And don’t 
get me wrong. I know Amy 
is that, but she has found a 
way to let that athlete in her 
live on.

Young or old, 
any athlete should aspire to 
her level of dedication and 
work ethic in order to com¬ 
pete at their best and come 
out on top.

Someone who loves to put 
in the work that it takes to 
be a competitor—even if the 
competition is oneself.

Lake Cumberland reaching full pool, good news for anglers 



Biologists predict the return of Lake Cumberland to its normal summertime level will help forage spe¬ 
cies and boost fishing in coming years. 


Ky Dept, of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources 

Biologists with the Ken¬ 
tucky Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources predict the 
return of Lake Cumberland to 
its normal summertime level 
will prove a boon to fishing in 
the coming years. 

The U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers announced Tues¬ 
day that the lake should re¬ 
turn to its old level of723 feet 
above sea level by mid-May. 

Lake Cumberland had been 
held at a lower level since 
2007, while repairs to Wolf 
Creek Dam were underway. 

John Williams, southeast¬ 
ern fisheries district biologist 
for Kentucky Fish and Wild¬ 
life, said the return of historic 
lake levels will boost fishing 
both in the lake and in the tail- 
water below it. 

“It is going to flood all of 
that shoreline cover that’s 
grown up during the draw¬ 
down,” he said. 

“It is going to help black 
bass, sunfish and crappie. 


They will utilize that cover 
now and it will make for fim 
fishing.” 

Nutrients provided by de¬ 
caying plants will help fiiel 
growth at the base of the food 
chain, a boost that biologists 
refer to as the “new lake ef¬ 
fect.” 

Jeff Ross, assistant director 
of fisheries for Kentucky Fish 


and Wildlife, noted the sur¬ 
face area of the lake will grow 
from 37,000 acres at its lowest 
to 50,250 acres this summer. 

“This will greatly increase 
the amount of fishable water 
in the lake,” he said. 

“The backs of creeks, coves 
and areas in the upper end of 
the lake that were dry during 
the drawdown are now avail¬ 


able for fishing. The fishing 
will get better each year for 
the next several years.” 

The higher lake level will 
expand the amount of oxygen¬ 
ated, cool water that striped 
bass and walleye need to sur¬ 
vive as the lake warms in late 
summer through early fall. 

“This will improve the wa¬ 
ter quality for these two spe¬ 


cies,” Williams said. 

“The regular releases will 
also benefit trout in the tailwa- 
ter. It should get the tailwater 
back to what it was before the 
drawdown in a few years.” 

The plan to raise the lake 
to its old level stalled early 
this year, when researchers 
discovered the endangered 
duskytail darter had moved 
downstream from the Big 
South Fork of the Cumber¬ 
land River while the water 
was down. 

Raising the lake back up 
could impact these fish. 

The U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service and U.S. Army Corps 
of Engineers acted rapidly to 
complete a plan to ensure the 
survival of the darter. 

“The U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service and U.S. Army Corps 
of Engineers deserve a lot 
of credit,” said Ron Brooks, 
director of fisheries for Ken¬ 
tucky Fish and Wildlife. 

“They worked overtime to 
make this happen this quick- 

iy” 

Normally, it can take up to 


135 days for a review. In this 
case, a biologist opinion was 
issued in less than 45 days. 

Brooks said the duskytai 
darter will be monitored b) 
the Corps for three years. 

“The Corps will increase 
the water level slowly to allow 
the duskytail darter to migrate 
back upstream,” he said. 

“They are going to colleci 
some of the darters and hole 
them at Wolf Creek Nationa 
Fish Hatcheiy in case they are 
needed for restocking in the 
fiiture.” 

As part of a remediatior 
plan, the Corps also plans tc 
rework two tributaiy streams 
to reduce the drainage of con¬ 
taminants into the Big Soutl 
Fork and stabilize areas where 
trail crossings divert sedimeni 
into the water. 

“The return of the water is 
going to help the forage spe¬ 
cies, it will help fishing anc 
will be much better than dur¬ 
ing the drawdown,” Brooks 
said. “The lake is on its wa> 
back now.” 


Spring behind, but trophy smallmouth time is here

You hear about Lake St. 
Clair, Mille Lacs, Lake Erie 
and the upper Mississippi 
River as waters that produce 
the best smallmouth fishing 
in the United States. 

As far as catching num¬ 
bers of smallmouth with 
many of those larger than 4 
pounds, you can’t argue with 
the sentiment. However, to 
catch the largest specimens 
in the world, you need to fish 
in Kentucky and Tennessee. 

This statement isn’t re¬ 
gional boastful pride or being 
a homer, it is fact. The three 
largest smallmouth bass on 
the ESPN/Bassmaster Top 
25 Smallmouth Bass list 
came from one water body: 
Dale Hollow Lake, which 
straddles the Kentucky-Ten- 
nessee line in south-central 
Kentucky. 

The all-tackle world re¬ 
cord came out of Dale Hol¬ 
low, an 11-pound, 15-ounce 
behemoth. Leitchfield’s 


David L. Hayes caught 
that fish by trolling points 
in the Kentucky section of 
the lake on the morning of 
July 9, 1955. Dale Hollow 
produced John Gorman’s 
second place smallmouth, 
a 10-pound, 14-ounce fish 
caught in April 1969. Gor¬ 
man fooled the smallmouth 
with a white doll fly fished 
in the Obey River arm of the 
lake. Paul Beal’s 10-pound, 
8-ounce third place small¬ 
mouth struck a smoke- 
colored grub in April 1986 
from the Hendrick’s Creek 
arm of the lake. 

In all, six of the top 10 
smallmouth bass on the list 
came from Dale Hollow. 

“The upper Cumber¬ 
land River system has great 
smallmouth bass genetics,” 
said John Williams, south¬ 
eastern fisheries district 
biologist for the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources. “Since 
this general area produces 
the biggest smallmouths on 
record, the genetics are ex¬ 


cellent for producing huge 
specimens.” 

Kentucky is blessed with 
three world-class small¬ 
mouth lakes: Laurel River 
Lake, Lake Cumberland and 
the upper section of Dale 
Hollow Lake that produced 
the world record. Williams 
and his crew oversee the 
smallmouth bass manage¬ 
ment on Laurel River Lake 
and Lake Cumberland and 
assist with the Kentucky por¬ 
tion of Dale Hollow Lake. 

The numbing cold of 
this past winter has fishing 
rhythms well behind most 
years. March is normally 
one of the best months of 
the year for trophies, but this 
year it will be April as water 
temperatures are just now 
breaking into the upper 40s 
on these lakes. 

In spring, smallmouth 
bass move from their winter 
hideouts - along steep points, 
bluffs or suspended above 
channel drops - toward their 
spawning grounds on gently 
sloping banks that run from 


shallow to medium-depth 
water. 

Long, extended points that 
run well out in the lake also 
make good spring areas in 
these lakes as do the shallow 
ends of small coves that run 
off the main lake or a major 
creek arm. 

Jerkbaits and swimbaits 
also fool smallmouths on 
sloping banks in spring. An¬ 
glers report catching small¬ 
mouth bass above 4 pounds 
recently on Dale Hollow us¬ 
ing Tennessee shad-colored 
swimbaits and clown-col¬ 
ored jerkbaits fished on gen¬ 
tly-sloping pea gravel banks. 
Those banks with some grass 
on them are best. 

“If wanted to catch a 
smallmouth bass 6 pounds 
or better, I would go to Lau¬ 
rel River Lake,” Williams 
said. “I hear regularly of 
smallmouths over 7 pounds 
coming from the lake and 
it seems to improve every 
year.” 

Small, pearl-colored 

swimbaits rigged on 


%-ounce lead-head jigs are 
deadly in spring on long, 
sloping points in Laurel. 
Blade baits ripped off the 
bottom and allowed to 
settle again also work well 
in these spots. Watch your 
line intently when the blade 
bait sinks to bottom again as 
smallmouth often pick it off 
as it settles. 

“Laurel is harder to fish 
and can be terribly frustrating 
and you’ll leave convinced 
there isn’t a smallmouth in 
it,” explained Williams, who 
caught his personal best 
6-pound, 3-ounce small¬ 
mouth from the lake two 
years ago. “Then, you catch 
a monster and you are moti¬ 
vated again.” 

The smallmouth popula¬ 
tion in Lake Cumberland is 
consistently good year after 
year. “The lake’s small¬ 
mouths are in great condi¬ 
tion with many 20-inch and 
longer fish in the popula¬ 
tion,” Williams said. 

The sloping banks near 
Low Gap Island, in the mid¬

die and lower sections of Ot¬ 
ter, Caney and Wolf creeks 
all have excellent trophy 
spring smallmouth potential. 
Swimming a small black 
and purple or olive hair jig 
just above bottom in these 
areas produces strikes right 
now. Slowly working deep¬ 
diving red or orange and 
brown crankbaits from shal¬ 
low to deep on these banks 
works well. 

Crawling or swimming 
5/16-ounce finesse jigs in 
the Cumberland Craw color 
along the bottom in these 
areas also draws strikes as 
does deadsticking black fi¬ 
nesse worms on %-ounce 
Shakey heads. 

The rip-rap along the dam 
almost always holds spring 
smallmouths. 

“These lakes have the 
potential to produce world- 
class specimens in spring¬ 
time,” Williams said. “Now 
is the time to fish if you 
can.”

In order to be successful 
while campaigning, politi¬ 
cians have to be able to han¬ 
dle, and not dodge, the tough 
questions that reporters and 
voters occasionally pose. 

In the run up to the battle 
between Kentucky and Lou¬ 
isville in basketball this past 
weekend, the question was: 
“Which team will win on Fri¬ 
day?” 

Without batting an eyelid, 
Andy Beshear replied with a 
smile: “ I can tell you this, it’ll 
be a team from Kentucky.” 

Beshear, the son of Gov. 
Steve Beshear and first lady 
Jane Beshear, was in Liberty 
on Thursday to meet a group 
of about 30 local residents at 
the home of Frank and Karen 
Kinnaird. 

The Louisville attorney, 
running for Kentucky at¬ 
torney general in 2015, said 
that he’s trying to crisscross 
the state to put a face with a 
name. 

“It’s great you’re here be¬ 
cause you don’t necessarily 
know me as me, you know 
me more as the son of some¬ 
body. I’m OK with that as 
I’m really proud of the job 
mom and dad have done,” he 
said. 

Building on that fam¬ 
ily theme, Beshear told those 
gathered that he was raised 
by the values of faith, family, 
and hard work. 

“And those are the same 
values that Britainy and I try 
to teach to our two kids, Will, 
4, and Lila, 3. 

Beshear said that one of the 
main planks in his campaign 
platform would be protecting 
Kentucky’s children. 


Children 

“We have a statistic in 
Kentucky I can’t live with. 
One in four of our Kentucky 
kids are physically, sexually, 
or emotionally abused. We 
can do something about it,” 
he said. 

One thing Beshear said 
could be done is to strengthen 
laws on background checks 
for people who work with 
children. 

“Currently, in the Com¬ 
monwealth of Kentucky, it 
takes a stronger background 
check to work for the state 
lottery than to mn a day care. 


Think what that says about 
our values,” he said. 

Saying that as AG he’ll 
change this, Beshear called 
for regulations and statutes 
that would check the back¬ 
ground of adults who work 
with children at summer 
camps and church camps. 

Senior adults 

Beshear said another seg¬ 
ment of the population in 
Kentucky that needs protect¬ 
ing are senior adults who are 
vulnerable to scams. 

“It’s a portion of our senior 
population that still opens ev¬ 


ery piece of mail that comes 
in, and who answers the tele¬ 
phone at home between 6 and 
9 at night. That “do not call 
list” isn’t working,” he said. 

Beshear pointed to a scam 
targeting seniors whereby no¬ 
tification arrives in the mail of 
winning a major sweepstakes 
cash prize. 

“The sweepstake scam 
looks like Publisher’s Clear¬ 
ing House. It says ‘Con¬ 
gratulations, you’ve won 
$250,000. Just send us 
$2,500 to bond and insure it 
and we’ll send it right to you. ’ 
People are falling for this and 
as the next attorney general, I 


will prosecute and pursue to 
the full extent of the law over 
state lines anybody who will 
prey on any of our vulnerable 
populations in Kentucky,” 
Beshear said. 

Drug epidemic 

The third major emphasis 
of Beshear’s campaign is to 
advance Kentucky’s war on 
dmgs. 

“It’s the challenge of our 
time. It’s what’s going to 
make a difference between 
whether Kentucky’s going 
to be something different 
and better going forward or 


whether we’re going to be 
stuck in the past,” he said. 

Beshear said that Ken¬ 
tucky isn’t just dealing with 
one major dmg epidemic, but 
with situations that are unique 
to each community. 

“In broad generality, east¬ 
ern Kentucky is still deal¬ 
ing with a prescription dmg 
epidemic that has wiped out 
generations. In Pike County, 
I heard about an 85-year-old 
grandmother adopting her 
great- grandchildren. And 
when the judge asked her 
how, she said it was ‘because 
everybody in my family be¬ 
tween me and this child is an 
addict, in prison, or dead,”’ 
Beshear said. 

In other areas of the state, 
Beshear said that heroin use is 
up in northern Kentucky and 
imported methamphetamine 
from Mexico is plaguing resi¬ 
dents in the Henderson area. 

“I will work with you on 
different approaches for each 
community and will invest 
in treatment. These people 
are our friends, neighbors, 
co-workers and family. And 
the only way to get ahead of 
the problem is to get people 
well,” he said. 

Beshear praised the gov¬ 
ernor and Attorney General 
Jack Conway for taking $32 
million of dmg settlement 
money from a lawsuit settle¬ 
ment and building a new dmg 
treatment facility in Ashland 
and adding beds to existing 
treatment facilities. 

But in the end, Beshear 
said it all comes down to 
getting the job done as Ken¬ 
tucky’s next attorney general. 

“I pledge to you that I will 
work hard every day for you 
as your attorney general,” he 
said.

Two lawsuits were filed 
Friday in Russell County 
Circuit Court against A & 
S Protein, Inc., the com¬ 
pany operating a meat ren¬ 
dering facility in a mostly 
residential neighborhood 
less than one-half mile 
from Russell Springs El¬ 
ementary School. 

Attorney Hank Graddy 
of Versailles filed suit on 
behalf of more than two 
dozen residents, including 
a minor child, who live 
near the controversial ren¬ 
dering plant. The second 
lawsuit was filed by legal 
counsel for the Kentucky 
Department of Agricul¬ 
ture. 

Both lawsuits seek an 
injunction prohibiting A & 
S Proteins from operating 
the rendering facility and 
from storing dead animals 
and offal while this case 
proceeds. A permanent 
injunction is also being 
sought. 

The lawsuit filed on be¬ 
half of the citizens names 
as defendants Mark D. 
Antle, the registered agent 
of A & S Proteins, Inc.... 
his son Logan Antle and 
Jerome Salyers, listed as 
President of the company. 
Salyers is also co-owner 
of Central Kentucky Cus¬ 
tom Meats, located on Ky. 
1859 in Liberty. 

The lawsuit states the 
Kentucky Division of Wa¬ 
ter and Air Quality have 
cited A&S several times 
for various violations in¬ 
cluding failure to apply for 
proper permits for the dis¬ 
charge of runoff from its 
carcasses and offal piles, 
for violating state air qual¬ 
ity standards for odor and 
failure to have a Ground- 
water Protection Plan. 

The citizen’s lawsuit al¬ 
leges A&S has, from the 
commencement of the ren¬ 
dering operations in Janu¬ 
ary of this year, operated 
its facility in a manner that 
causes it to release noxious 
odors that have a direct 
impact on the plaintiff’s 
health & well being, caus¬ 
ing injury to the plaintiffs 
and their properties, in¬ 
cluding medical injuries, 
mental distress and emo¬ 


tional injuries. 

The suit further alleges 
the rendering facility has 
caused an increase of flies, 
rodents, other insects and 
animals, noise around the 
facility and “runoff of pol¬ 
lutants” from the facility 
and from the piles of car¬ 
casses and offal around the 
facility. 

Additionally, plaintiffs 
have witnessed neighbor¬ 
hood dogs carryings dead 
animal parts into their 
yards and about the com¬ 
munity and some of the 
plaintiffs’ private water 
wells are being adversely 
impacted by runoff from 
the facility. 

According to the law¬ 
suit, the noxious odors 
created at A & S Proteins 
meat rendering facility 
are detectable and causing 
damage at least 1 !?2 miles 
away. The lawsuit claims 
the meat rendering facil¬ 
ity is a “nuisance” and that 
the owners have acted with 
gross negligence. 

The lawsuit filed by the 
Kentucky Department of 
Agriculture states the meat 
rendering facility causes 
“intensely foul odors to be 
released into the air con¬ 
stituting an unreasonable 
nuisance” and “this will 
continue to be an unreason¬ 
able nuisance given the fa¬ 
cility’s proximity to nearby 
residents and school. 

The Agriculture Depart¬ 
ment claims efforts have 
been made to address the 
unreasonable nuisance cre¬ 
ated by A & S operations, 
however, the owners claim 
they are not under the ju¬ 
risdiction of the state ag 
department and the com¬ 
pany “need not answer to 
state officials.” 

Also, the state agricul¬ 
ture department’s suit says 
the operation of the facil¬ 
ity is in violation of KRS 
Chapter 263 and further 
operation should stop im¬ 
mediately. 

An affidavit attached to 
the lawsuit signed by state 
veterinarian Dr. Robert 
Stout, said the department 
of agriculture will not is¬ 
sue a license to A & S 
Livestock pursuant to KRS 
263 so long as it remains in 
its current location.

Sitting in her living room, 
Mary Sparr is surrounded 
by memorabilia. Scattered 
records, leftover tour merch, 
a mannequin clad with back- 
stage passes ranging from 
Adele to Bowling Green’s 
Starry Nights, a Maker’s 
Mark certificate dedicat¬ 
ing a barrel of the Kentucky 
bourbon “to Young Mary’s 
Record.” 

These pieces from days 
gone by aren’t just eclectic 
home decor, they’re proof of 
an already budding career for 
Sparr. 

Her success, however, 
hasn’t just happened. While 
she was at Western Kentucky 
University, Sparr had a string 
of switched majors—six in 
all— before combining her 
many interests and creating 
an ideal career. 

“I was a PR major for a 
period of time, I was a phi¬ 
losophy major at one point,” 
the Liberty native said. “The 
one thing I had consistently 
moved forward in was my 
English classes, while I’d 
dabbled in all those other 
things because I was inter¬ 
ested in them.” 

Sparr, who spends her time 
running a high-traffic blog, 
promoting local artists, tour¬ 
ing the country with travel¬ 
ing musicians and managing 
the estate of the late country 
legend Waylon Jennings, 
kind of does it all. 

With the self-made title of 
“creative project manager,” 
she said she uses her time 
at WKU — some market¬ 
ing classes, some journalism 
classes — to build a career 
that allows her to promote 
talent she believes in. 

“I started using the term 
‘creative project manager’ 
to describe myself because I 
had so many things going on 
that when I met someone that 
was a potential client, I was 
finding myself explaining 
for a really long time what I 
did,” Sparr said. 

“I found out if you don’t

She said her various proj¬ 
ects tend to have unifying 
characteristics because, at 
their core, they center on one 
thing: the making of good 
art. 

Take, for example, her 
blog. Titled “Young Mary’s 
Record,” (the name a nod 
from The White Stripe’s Jack 
White), its banner claims to 
be a log “of wild and beau¬ 
tiful things.” From travel 
to fashion to movies to mu¬ 
sic, Sparr said her aim is to

“The whole concept was 
that I just wanted to put the 
best great stuff that I knew 
about at that moment,” she 
said. “There are people that 
I write about constantly be¬ 
cause I just think they’re do¬ 
ing a good thing.” 

Some recent appearances 
on her blog include Billy 
Don Bums, an outlaw musi¬ 
cian that Sparr raves is “the 
best songwriter you’ve never 
heard of,” a guest post by 
Ohio County artist “Ken¬ 
tucky Prophet,” her personal 
musings on NBC’s The Of¬ 
fice, and a trip to Eastern 
Kentucky. 

To be the subject of Sparr’s 
professional promoting, 
however, it isn’t necessary to 
be her “cup of tea.” 

“I consider myself very 
open-minded and I can get 
behind an artist if I can see 
that they are making some¬ 
thing of value in the art com¬ 
munity,” she said. “I get a lot 
of messages from different 
people asking me to listen to 
their stuff, and I pride myself 
on giving them at least a mo¬ 
ment of my time.” 

Before “Young Mary’s 


Record,” Sparr worked as a 
writer and photographer for 
Offbeat magazine in New 
Orleans, as marketing agent 
for the Bowling Green art 
group Print Mafia, and as 
editor for Skye magazine by 
local creative agency Yel- 
lowberri. 

However, she credits her 
first substantial endeavor 
in the creative writing field 
as co-creator and editor for 
“Rise Over Run,” an online 
magazine she started on 
WKU’s campus. 

“We were just really frus¬ 
trated that Western had a 
yearbook and they had a 
paper, but they didn’t have a 
magazine,” she said. “So we 
started one.” 

Sparr said running a stu¬ 
dent-led magazine honed 
skills she now uses in her ca¬ 
reer. “We were taking people 
from the Herald, or people 
that weren’t involved in any¬ 
thing, and taking people that 
didn’t even go to Western, 
and saying ‘Come write for 
us,”’ she said. “It was the first 
time I had to manage a team 
of people and work with a lot 
of different kinds of people 
and have a deadline.” 

Associate professor in 
the School of Journalism & 
Broadcasting Mac McKer- 
ral, who served as advisor 
for the online magazine dur¬ 
ing Sparr’s tenure as editor, 
attributes her success to her 
natural talent. 

“I think when people 
are successful it’s because 
they’re good,” he said. “They 
find an audience and they’re 
able to write to that audience, 
and that’s how [Mary] is able 
to compete with all the other 
blogs on the internet.” 

Contributors for Rise 


Over Run included the pub¬ 
lication’s designer Michael 
Puckett, who currently works 
as a programmer for Apple, 
and former art editor Saeed 
Jones, now the LGBT editor 
at BuzzFeed. 

Fast-forward five years 
and Sparr is continuing to 
expand her career with un¬ 
dertakings like her most re¬ 
cent project— manager for 
Waylon Jennings. 

“I met Jessi [Colter], Way- 
Ion’s widow, and met his son, 
Shooter,” Sparr said. “And 
at first I thought it might be 
bizarre to have a client that’s 
not living, but I read his bi¬ 
ography and felt really con¬ 
nected with him.” 

Sparr, whose boyfriend 
manages Shooter Jennings 
on the road, said she has 
taken over Waylon’s website 
and plans to use her new po¬ 
sition to continue the star’s 
brand. 

“Some of Waylon’s music 
was just featured on the new 
Grand Theft Auto game,” 
Sparr said, “and my goal is 
to make sure his music is still 
being used and to carry on 
that legacy.” 

Shooter Jennings said 
Sparr was an easy choice as 
manager of his father’s es¬ 
tate. “We tapped into her not 
just to update the website, 
but to connect my father’s 
music with this younger 
generation,” he said. “When 
you’re working with some 
big corporation you have to 
deal with people that won’t 
call back, or don’t pay at¬ 
tention to details, and it isn’t 
like that when you work with 
someone like Mary.” 

Jennings said Sparr brings 
a fresh perspective to the task 
of keeping his father’s pres¬ 
ence relevant. “She’s kind 
of this hipster hillbilly,” Jen¬ 
nings said. “She’s so smart 
and so funny and she has all 
these great ideas and has the 
most unique perspective on 
things.” 

Whether it be keeping a 
legend alive or supporting 
a local unknown, Sparr said 
she finds fulfillment in her 
work. 

“I can’t ask for a better liv¬ 
ing than being able to show¬ 
case people that have talents 
or are geniuses or have done 
something that has made a 
big difference,” she said. “I 
love the guy that’s in a suit 
and tie every day and then 
goes and plays rock-star at 
nighttime,” Sparr added. “As 
long as I can help make their 
vision a reality, that’s enough 
for me.”

to what the report called 
a lack of oversight over 
record keeping and it was 
recommended that the 
$400 be repaid back to the 
drug enforcement account. 

■ It was also suggested 
that the sheriff implement 
controls and oversight over 
his office so that restricted 
funds are used only for the 
intended purpose. 

Coffman’s response was 
“this will be taken care 
of.” 

■ Another finding stat¬ 


ed that the sheriff should 
present his annual settle¬ 
ment to the fiscal court for 
approval, which was not 
done in 2012. 

Coffman said “this can 
be taken care of.” 

In addition, the sheriff’s 
office lacks adequate seg¬ 
regation of duties over re¬ 
ceipts, disbursements, and 
the reconciliations process, 
the report stated. 

Auditors recommended 
that duties be divided be¬ 
tween a bookkeeper and an 
office clerk, and, if due to a 
limited number of staff this 


is not feasible, then strong 
oversight over those areas 
is needed. 

Coffman’s response was 
due to it being a small de¬ 
partment, this will be hard 
to correct. 

The auditors replied 
that the recommenda¬ 
tions would not require 
additional staff but may 
require strong oversight 
by the sheriff or someone 
not performing any of the 
functions discussed. 

Coffman did not return 
phone calls and could not 
be reached for comment.

“We can have June 5 and 
6 to play with in case of a 
flood day and we wouldn’t 
have to move graduation,” 
Coffey said. 

Staffing 

The board made several 
decisions concerning staff¬ 
ing positions in the district. 
The district received two 
Read to Achieve Grants to¬ 
taling $48,500 per school 
for a year. The grant will 
be used to create two read¬ 
ing intervention positions, 
one at Jones Park and the 
other at Walnut Hill. 

A media specialist will 


be hired at the middle 
school because the school’s 
staffing policy requires it. 
Sowders said that the posi¬ 
tion had been filled by an 
instructional assistant for 
awhile. 

A district wide special 
education instructional 
assistant was created and 
will work 6 hours and 45 
minutes for 185 days. 

The board approved 
amending the Title 1 in¬ 
structional assistant posi¬ 
tion at Liberty Elementary 
to a 7 hour position, in¬ 
stead of a 6 hours 45 min¬ 
ute position, for 185 days. 

As previously decided, 
the board set the classified 
food service director posi¬ 
tion for 220 days at 8 hours 
per day. This changed from 
a certified to a classified 
position and Sowders said 
it’s much cheaper than 


what the district had been 
paying when it was a certi¬ 
fied food service position. 

The high school request¬ 
ed that one of their special 
education positions be 
reassigned as a part time 
cosmetology position and 
part time credit recovery. 
Sowders said the money is 
coming out of the general 
fund and the school has 
seen a drop in special edu¬ 
cation anyway. 

“The high school want¬ 
ed to do cosmetology last 
year. They’ve got lots of 
interest and lots of kids 
wanted this program,” 
Sowders said. “And as far 
as being career ready, there 
is a nail technician piece 
that goes with this.” 

All staffing measures 
were approved by the 
school board.

books placed in the three 
schools, which amounted 
to 12 books total. 

In contrast, students 
in the three elementary 
schools picked up more 
than 1,000 Gideon testa¬ 
ments left on tables. As 
with the Gideons, neither 
Helton nor Glassmeyer 
were in the schools with 
the literature. 

Board of Education 
policy states that approved 
literature may be left on 
tables, giving students the 
option to take one, but no 
representatives of the or¬ 
ganization can be present 
in the schools. 

Attendance in the three 
schools was down mini¬ 
mally on Friday and Kevin 
Stephens, director of pupil 
personnel for the school 
district, said that it wasn’t 
necessarily due to parents 
boycotting the schools be¬ 
cause of the humanists. 

“Friday was the day be¬ 
fore spring break and we 
always have some parents 
who take advantage of 
that,” Stephens said, add¬ 
ing that it’s possible some 
parents may have taken 
their kids out because of 
rumors surrounding the 
humanists. 

On Thursday, attendance 
percentages at the schools 
showed LES with 95.88, 
93.83 at JPE, and 94.85 at 
WHE. 

On Friday, LES had 
93.41 percent, JPE had 
90.16, and WHE was at 
90.98 percent, Stephens 
said. 

If some parents kept 
their children at home on 
Friday, others spoke out 
against the school dis¬ 
trict’s decision to allow 
equal access. 

“The day that you de¬ 
cided to let Atheists into 
our school to witness 
for Satan and to say how 
great HELL is and to say 
how there is no God, is the 
day that you made up my 
mind not to send my son 
to school when he reaches 
the age. It is against my re¬ 
ligion to send my son to a 
school where they will be 


preaching AGAINST my 
God and my Savior. Those 
of you who on the Board 
of Education that profess 
to believe in God, WHAT 
IS YOUR PROBLEM?? 
Stand up and stand firm,” 
posted Alicia Wesley on 
The Casey County News 
Facebook page. 

In addition, Casey 
County Superintendent 
Marion Sowders said that 
he personally fielded about 
a dozen phone calls from 
concerned parents. 

Humanism 

Helton said that the 
Freethinker’s group has a 
simple philosophy. 

“We do a lot of commu¬ 
nity service. We do good 
for goodness sake, not be¬ 
cause we fear anything, it’s 
the right thing to do. We 
also support the separation 
of church and state. We 
don’t believe the school 
system should be preach¬ 
ing one type of religion. 
That’s for your church and 
parents,” Helton said. 

Also, Glassmeyer said 
that placing the books in 
the schools should pro¬ 
mote dialogue between 
parents and their children. 

“It should empower the 
parents. This is what the 
group believes and this is 
what we believe. If kids 
don’t know what you be¬ 
lieve and think everybody 
believes the same thing 
as you, they don’t have a 
good worldview that your 
neighbor believes some¬ 
thing else,” Glassmeyer 
said. 


Law 

Regardless of opinions 
on both sides of the equal 
access in schools issue, 
Sowders said it’s the law. 

“The ACLU had con¬ 
tacted us. Once we allowed 
the Gideons organization 
in that opens the door for 
other organizations. We 
were very diligent about 
making sure we were fol¬ 
lowing the law,” he said, 
adding he had to set aside 
his own opinion about hu¬ 
manism. 

Additionally, Sowders 
said that the freethinkers 
had the same access as 
the Gideons. Both groups 
placed signs on the book 
distribution tables stat¬ 
ing that this organiza¬ 
tion wasn’t a part of the 
school nor endorsed by the 
school. 

Still, it wasn’t an 
easy pill to swallow for 
Sowders because of his 
strong Christian founda¬ 
tion. 

“On a personal stand¬ 
point, it was difficult for 
me because of my faith. 
We tried to be professional 
about it. We set our own 
opinions aside. But we 
made the best of the situa¬ 
tion,” Sowders said. 

Looking for a positive 
side in the issue, Sowders 
said it would be on the 
faith side of the ledger. 

“If this controversy 
sparks people’s faith to 
be stronger, maybe it was 
worth it,” he said.
